Buffalo, N. Y., April 9.—Troops with 
fixed bayonets held no terror for the 
striking carmen of the International 
tailway company and their sympathiz- 
ers today, and the riotous scenes of 
former days of the strike were not 
only as numerous but of a more seri- 
ous nature. All efforts to resume 
traffic were blocked, and all the cars 
were withdrawn at nightfall after an 
intermittent operation of less than 
four hours. 

Once during the afternoon the troops 
used their rifles. A woman and man 
were wounded and a boy received a 
thrust from a bayonet. The women 
probably will die. ‘ 

Icfforts of the mayor to bring about 
a settlement by arbitration met little 
encouragement from the company’s 
Bide. William D. Mahon, of Detroit, 
president of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tlon of Street and Electric Railway 
Employees’, outlined to the mayor the 
men’s grievances and offered to lay 
them before a board of arbitration. 
President Connette, of the railroad 
cOmpany, conferred with the mayor, 
but neither would divulge what passed 
between them 

More Troops to Be Called. 

The fact that the calling of more 
troops was under serious considera- 
tion tonight was taken as an indica- 
tion that a peaceful settlement stili 
was a remote possibility. With over 
300 miles of street car tracks to pa- 
trol, the 3,000 men under command of 
Brigadier General Welch proved an in- 
effective policing force. 

If more troops areto be brought here 
the order must be issued by Gover- 
nor Sulzer.

A gang of rioters carrying heavy 
timbers rushed upon the bridge as a 
Car was approaching and tried to drop 
a railroad tie upon it. It missed the 
car. The rioters were preparing to 
drop more obstructions when troops 
Ordered them to halt. They jeered 
ai the soldiers. Another warning was 
given while the soldiers leveled their 
Pifics. The hooting and jeering con- 
tinued and another piece of timber 
came over the side of the bridge. 

A Dozen Rifles Cracked. 

‘Fire!’ came the command. A doz- 
rifles replied. A boy and a wom- 
fell. The crowd which had rap- 
idly assembled in large proportions 
broke and began to the street 
car that had just under the 
bridge. 

The soldiers féllowed with fixed bay- 
onets and drove the throng to the 
curbs. During the melee one man re- 
ceived a bayonet thrust in the hand. 
The wounded in this disturbance were: 

Mrs. Ida Lorich, 25 years old, shot in 
hack: fatally injured. 

Harold Muna, 16 years old; 
wound in right arm, not serious. 

Thomas Amesden Artnesden, 22 years 
old: bayonet thrust tn right hand.

All Laborers in Belgium to 
Quit Monday in Effort to 
Force Government to Grant 
Manhood Suffrage. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
FLEEING OVER FRONTIER 


Panic in Belgium Caused by 
Proposed Strike Resembles 
Consternation Caused by 
War—Country in Gloom. 


Brussels, Belgium, April 9.—The first 
active move in preparation for a great 
general strike to enforce the grant of 
manhood suffrage in Belgium was 
made today by the sending out of the 
country of many children of the 300,- 
000 or 400,000 workers, who will lay 
down their tools on Monday, April 14, 
at the bidding of the socialist party. 

It is expected that the train serv- 
ice will cease or be greatly impeded 
after Sunday, and the wives and 
daughters of hundreds of workmen 
with the little ones of their own fam- 
lilies or those of neighbors are cross- 
ing the frontiers on every train, plac- 
ing the non-combatants, as it were, 
in safety in neutral states. Offers of 
provisional homes abroad have arrived 
this week at the rate of 1,000 daily, 
and the directing committee of the 
strike has received 11,000 offers thus 
far, 6,000 from France, 4,000 from Hol- 
land and 1,000 from Germany. 

Trade has -increased in all kinds of 
preserved foods, beans, rice and flour 
and the sales of illuminating oils and 
candles have tripled. 

Last Desperate Measure. 

The strike has been decided on by 
the Belgium socialist party as the last 
desperate measure to make the gov- 
ernment give Belgium a_e system of 
manhood suffrage instead of the 
Plural voting now in practice. Its 
success or nonsuccess will de of con- 
sequence to the world at large, for if 
it succeeds it will demonstrate the 
practicability. of the strike as a politi- 
cal weapon. Previous attempts at po- 
litical as distinguished from economic 
strikes have invariably ended in fa}}- 
ure, notably in Spain and France, and 
the epinion has been. generally held 
that the political strike is ‘!mpossible. 

The Belgian movement appears to 
have been planned with extraordinary 
Skill and care; the workers are deter- 
mined and full of faith in the justice of 
their cause, the resources at their dis- 
posal are considerable, both in money 
and kind, and they have the practical 
though unofficial support of the lib- 
erals, none the less vigorous from be- 
ing indirect. The proprietor of the 
liberal newspaper, The Petit Bleu, has 
promised formally to pay $20,000 per 
week into the strike fund as long as 
the movement lasts, and the strikers 
assert they can hold out for six weeks. 

Turning Point in History. 

Many Belgians believe that. this 
strike will prove a turning point tn the 
history of Belgium; that it will resuit 
in political changes of incaalculable 
importanoe, and some even predict a 
revolution—the separation of the Wal- 
loon and Flemish provinces, or a dy- 
nastic crisis. 

The government, 
serious problem, 


faced with this 
meaning economic 
catastrophe for an industrial country 
like Belgium, has occupied itself 
chiefly in making arrangements to re- 
press disorder, which the soclalists de- 
ride, as they are determined the strike 
shall be peaceful. 

The socialist chiefs, Emile Vander- 
velde and Edouard Anseele, affirm thas 
any violence which may occur will be 
provoked by the government, and rot 
by them. ' 

It is understood that all the gen- 
darmes are to be called upon, as wel! 
as the civil guard and several classes 
of troops mobilized to guard the rail- 
roads anc assure the public services. 
Large coai orders have been placed in 
England and Germany so as to insure 
a constant supply of fuel for the state 
railroads. 

Cause of the Movement. 

The primary cause of the movement 
was the defeat of the liberal and so- 
cialist coalition in the parliamentary 
elections of 1912. The socialist con- 
gress, specially summoned June 39 of 
that year, decided to make use of a 
general strike if all other means 
obtaining manhood suffrage 
Before resorting to that 
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general euffrage bill was introdu: ed have agreed to it.

one levee gave way before the flood 
waters of the Mississippi early tonight, 
and at half a dozen other points a 
desperate fight is being waged to hold 
the turbulent waterway within bounds, 
with the odds against the flood fight- 
Admittedly, the levees are weak- 
the water, already at an unpre- 
cedented height, its pounding against 
the dikes with increasing force and 
whether the embankments can longer 
withstand the pressure is problemati- 
cal. 

The levee near Wilson, Ark., went 
out late this evening, said to be due 
to the desertion of about 150 negro 
laborers this morning. With a roar 
that could be heard for a mile or more, 
about 100 feet of the earthen revet- 
ment collapsed into the stream, and it 
was by a narrow margin that the 
workers along the levee, who kept up 
the fight to the last minute, reached 
a Place of safety. The gap widened 
rapidly, and as the water came through 
with a mighty current frail negro 
cabins were tossed about as 30 many | 
playthings, trees were swept down 
and carried away, but so far as can be 
ascertained all of the inhabitants in 
the immediate proximity of the break 
reached places of safety.

The 
main pipe line which conveys natural 
gas from the Caddo, La., field, to Lit- 
tle Rock. has burst and a majority of |

No Trains Out of Little Rock. 

No trains have been run out of 
Little Rock since morning, and it was 
stated tonight it may be several days 
before service is resumed.

Committees Secure $15,900 
More Than the Sum Asked

FUND TO SOON REACH 
$100,000 TOTAL, SAYS

Subscriptions of $1,000 and 
Over Were the Order of the 
Day When the Final Meet- 
ing Was Held at the Pied- 
mont Hotel Last Night. 


In her one day's campaign for a 
$60,000 entertainment fund to bring 
the Shriners’ convention here in 1914, 
Atlanta overshot her mark by $15,900, 
raising a total of $75,900.

The Shriners’ campaign for $60,000 
in twelve hours was the most spec- 
tacular exhibition of Atlanta’s spirit ~ 
in history. On Tuesday Atlanta took 
a notion she wanted the Shriners’ 
convention. It took $60,000 cash to 
turn the trick. She was unprepared 
for the campaign to get the money. 
Forrest Adair and Colonel Fred J. 
Paxon, chairman of the campaign: 
executive committee, put a bunch of 
hustlers on the streets Wednesday 
morning at the opening of business, 
Wednesd2y at the close of business 
the money—and more than enough— 
was on hand! 

REPORTS SHOW THAT $75,900 
HAS ALREADY BEEN RAISED 

Long before Wednesday’s campaign 
was over, Forrest Adair said, “We've 
got it,” but the “real goods” was pro- 
duced when the canvassing commit- 
tees closed their day’s work Wednes- 
day night with an informal dinner at 
the Piedmont hotel and made their 
reports. 

When Colonel Paxon, presiding 
over the table, arose and called for 
committee reports, $1,000, $2,000, 
$3,000 and $5,000 subscriptions began 
popping like a string of firecrackers 
on Fourth of July. In three minutes 
the subscriptions passed the $60,000 
mark. When all the committees 
present had reported the subscrip- 
tions showed a total of $75,900. 

That was the happiest hundred 
men that sat down to dinner Wednes- 
day night that has been seen in these 
parts in many a long day. Forrest 
Adair and Colonel Paxon were show- 


,ered with congratulations and slapped 


on the back and pump-handled with 
such a heartiness that even these old- 
timers in the achievement of things 
were embarrassed.

Washington, April 9.—Albert J. Beveridge, 
commonly known as the “grand young man” 
of the Hoosier state, is going to be a candi- 
date for president in 1916. 

Former Senator Beveridge is a progres- 
-sive and expects the support of the Bull 
Moose adherents in his desire to land in 
the white house. If effective oratory and the 
ability to write most 
interestingly on topics 
of national interest can 
accomplish that result, 
he has a good chance 
to be president. 

In the meantime 
Senator Beveridge is 
going to write a book 
on the Hfe of John 
Marshall, former chief 
justice of the supreme 
court of the United 
States. It is rather 
strange there is no 
comprehensive history 
of the life of this great 
jurist, although in the 
American Statesmen’'s 
Series, Magruder has a

Outline of his life. 

Many articles and addresses on the life 
and works of John Marshall appeared on 
the one hundredth anniversary of his ap- 
pointment as chief justice in 1901, the date 


having been observed by bar associations 
generally. 


Constitutional Amendments. 

The sixteenth amendment to the federal 
constitution was recently proclaimed, the 
first to be adopted in forty-three years. But 
almost on its heels the seventeenth amend- 
ment will be ratified. The former authorizes 
congress to lay an income tax and the 
latter relates to the popular election of 
Senators. 

The support given these amendments tes- 
tifies to the restless spirit of change which 
is pervading the country. Formerly it was 
a difficult matter to secure amendments to 
the federal constitution. But the reverence 
in which that ancient document has been 
held seems to be diminishing. 

This is not intended as an argument to 
Show that the income tax or popular elec- 
tion of senators {s not a good thing. The 
country seems to approve them, although 
many believe the same result could have 
been very well left to the states. 

In the sixteenth amendment, the states 
Surrender control over their election machin- 
ery to the federal congress to prescribe how 
the election of senators may be conducted. 

In the iatter amendment they give up 
avery valuable taxing privilege, which mav 
be followed in its turn by allowing a federal 
inheritances. 


—— 
One Term for President. 

The next constitutional amendment to be 
urged in congress is that Hmiting the presit- 
dent to one term. The movement has strong 
Support, but democratic statesmen are not 
so earnest about urging this reform as they 
were a year ago. Things have happened 
since then. 

The first ten amendments submitted 
the states were proposed on September 25, 
1789, and the ratifying action of Virginia on 
December 15, 1791, made them effective. 

The eleventh amendment was submitted 
on September 5, 1794, and proclaimed Janu- 
ary 8, 1789, tnree years and four months 
later. It required two months longer than 
this to secure the ratification of thirty-six 
States for the sixteenth amendment. 

The twelfth amendment was submitted 
December 12, 1803, and proclaimed September 
20, 1804 

The thirteenth amendment was submit- 
ted February 1, 1865, and proclaimed LDecem- 
ber 18, 1865. The fourteenth was submit- 
ted June 10, 1866, and proclaimed July 28, 
1866. The fifteenth amendment was submit- 
ted February 27, 1869, and was proclaimed 
March 30, 1870.

City and County Co-operation. 
the Business Men's conference to 
held in Richmond, Va., on April 16, and con- 
tinuing until April 18, the work being done 
by southern trade bodies to develop 
culture as well as city building 
prominently emphasized.

“In something over forty centers puSsiness 
men have grasped the idea that in order to 
provide for a greater food production, a 
larger supply of labor and a richer field 
for the expansion of their retail trade, the 
immediately contiguous farm country must 
be more quickly developed and every induce- 
ment offered the boy and girl to stay on the 
farm, 

“Business men in the south are becoming 
convinced that. city growth is too rapid in 
comparison to country growth. Because. of 
this the trade bodies in these forty cities are 
giving encouragement to agriculture. 

“In Atlanta, Winston-Salem, Spartanburg, 
Louisville, Lynchburg and Beaumont and 
Dallas, the idea of city and county co-opera- 
tion is being notably developed. Atlanta 
pays a salaried expert to assist farmers in 
nearby counties to use scentific methods. 
Lynchburg has a co-operative board com- 
posed of business men and farmers repre- 
senting city and county governments. 

“By these means they are seeking to 
bring about better farming methods, the 
building of good roads and improved facili- 
ties for marketing,”

“TRUTH ABOUT THE NEGRO’”’ 


DRAWS MANY APPROVALS 


The Constitution is in receipt of five 
unusual communications indorsing its edito- 
rial of last Sunday under the caption, “The 
Truth About the Negro.” 

In that editorial, written in Bsponse to 
the query of a Vermont editor, the position 
was taken that while the prevailing system 
of negro education had accomplished much 
good, it was aimed at equipping not the 
ninety and nine, but only the one among the 
negroes. 

The two letters from D. Woodward, of 
Atlanta, and Frank A. Carr, of Henderson- 
ville, N. C., are significant in that both are 
from men of northern birth and early affilla- 
tions. Mr. Woodward, originally from Con- 
necticut, but a resident of Atlanta for many 
years, is among the foremost business men 
and civic leaders of this city. 

The other three letters are from well- 
known Georgia negro industrial educators. 

From Mr. Woodward. 

Mr. Woodward's letter follows: 

Editor Constitution: I am deeply inter- 
ested in your editorial in Sunday's paper, 
“Truth About the Negro,” and I congratulate 
the editor of The Rutland, Vermont, Herald 
On the tact that he appreciates our ability 
to understand the negro question better than 
our northern friends possibly can when not 
in close touch with actual situation, and I 
further congratulate him on having written 
to a man who can in a broad and cumprehen- 
sive manner answer the questions as you 
have done in this editorial. 

Among other things you mention is “sani- 
tation.” “It is a dream and nightmare to 
both races.” On account of the lack of sani- 
tation among this class I believe that Atlanta 
is today living over a slumbering volcano of 
disease liable to break out at any time and 
cause us a tremendous amount of sickness 
and injury resulting from same. That it has 
not done so in the. past to my mind ts largely 
due to our extremely favorable location and 
Climatic conditions, but with the rapid 
growth of the city this question of 
Sanitation among the negroes should have 
immediate and careful attentton. 

Just at this time my attention has been 
called to the work of the Anti-Tuberculosis 
and Visiting Nurses’ association, established, 
aS you know, by our broad-minded and far- 
Seeing, deeply lamented citizen, Captain 
Raoul. This is a work that has been carried 
On under his supervision in a manner that 
it is little known because of the quiet unpre- 
tentious way in which he always did his 
good work. 

It is high time that the citizens of Atlanta 
were brought to realize the vast amount of 
that is being accomplished by these 

in their to house visit in the 
both the whites and the 
ai better appreciation of the neces- 
sanitation. That the death 
tuberculosis in Atlanta is far in 
excess of what it should be is well known to 
those familiar with our statistics. This anti- 
tuberculosis association ts today where it 
must have the support of the general public 
or it must give up the fight. Can we afford 
let an association so much needed in At- 
lanta, and which already has so good an 
organization, by default simply for the 
lack of the small amount of money necessary 
to carry some expense for nurses 
and organization work must be maintained, 
but in addition to that this association is 
setting without cost the efforts and advice 
from many of our prominent physicians, 
together with the labor and efforts of our 
prominent ladies, and all of this without any 
expense whatever to the city. It is true this 
work should be supported entirely from the 
city treasury, but in view of its depleted 
this is an absolute impossibility, 
and it devolves upon the citizens of Atlanta 
to get behind this work with the funds nec- 
essary to see that it is properly maintained.

For the past ten years IT have lived in 
and traveled over the south, and now [I 
want to say that these people have more 
patience and forbearance with the negro 
than we of the north would ever have. 
The present colored generation is a shift- 
less, lazy, ignorant and degraded lot, not 
Knowing how to do anything or caring to 
learn. Even the majority of those who 
are being educated in the higher schools 
are morally no better than the rest, and 
are seeking education as the means of 
enabling them to lead a lazier and easier 
life. Give 90 per cent of the negroes a 
full stomach and clothes enough to Keep 
them comfortable and they will not work 
except for the occasional short jobs with 
returns of quick, ready money to spend 
in gambling, drinking and ministering 
to the most brutish instincts. 

The negro philosophy seems to be that 
it is a shame to work for a hving when 
one can get it by begging and stealing. 

A lifelong republican, I want to be 
permitted to say that in my judgment the 
greatest mistake ever made was that of 
giving these people the right of citizen- 
Ship, and that the greatest disgrace to 
the present system of government in the 
United States its that this ignorant, 
licentious and irresponsible element 
should be permitted to vote and inflnu- 
ence the making and enforcing of our 
laws, while the earnest, conscientious and 
capable women of our country must 
Stand back and submit to laws so made. 

[I am writing you this letter because 
you may feel that the editor of The Con- 
stitution is southern born, with southern 
prejudice, and I want to assure you that: 
in spite of my northern birth and north- 
ern prejudice, if I still have any. he has 
not stated the real condition with half 
the strength that should be used, and, in 
fact, he could not in an article that was 
intended for publication.

Following the sudden cold spell of 
early Wednesday morning, when the 
temperature dropped to 46 degrees and 
a cold wind caused Atlantans to seek 
out winter clothes again, the weather 
bureau now promises rain and a 
Warmer temperature for today. 

The cause for the sudden coolness 
is given as an inrush from the New 
England states of an area of low ba- 
rometer which, instead of traveling 
out into the Atlantic ocean, swung in 
a southerly direction down the eastern 
coast and imparted its effects far to 
ithe inland. 

March, known as the month of blus- 
tery winds, came near producing a 
state-wide record for rainfall this year 
when an average of 8.9 ‘inches for the 
entire state was recorded. This is 4.99 
. inches above the normal of 4 inches 
for the windy month. 

Statistics compiled from the reports 
sent to the local division from the 
seventy rainfall stations throughout 
the state give this avearge, which has 
never before been equalled by March, 
and which was only beaten twice be- 
fore in the records for other months. 
In August, 1898, and in August, 1901, 
more rain fell, when these months had

The speaker said that 
with the rush from the farms to the 
cities which followed the introduction 
of rapid transit, the margin between 
farm production and general consump- 
tion had becomé dangerously narrow. 
The high prices of today are the sin- 
ister shadow of coming hunger cast 
upon the land, he asserted. There 
is no system of carrying over the 
surplus of bountiful years to care for 
the lean years. 

Mr. Thompson discussed reasons 
why farmers are not effectively or- 
ganized, declaring the greatest rea- 
son was “that they were unwilling 
to pay enough money to obiain able 
managers. Also it is not envuugh that 
thev should put their money into or- 
ganization, they musc put themselves 
into it, 

“Manv of the farmers’ organizations 
of the northwest were started by cer- 
tain outside interests for the sake 
of their own pecuniary gain,” he as- 
serted. “Certain manufacturing com- 
panies have organized little creamery 
companies to sell cream separators 
and to dispose of creamery outfits at 
from $500 to $1,000 in excess of the 
market price. We may rest ‘assured 
that whoever does the organizing will 
be apt to look after the interests of 
the organizing body rather than to 
be especially concerned in adapting 
the organization to its own purpose.”
